Final returns from the senatorial con- 
tents in the far west may give it con- 
trol of the senate also, although the 
Democrats appear to have retained a 
majority there by a narrow margin. 
‘The continued Democratic control of 
the senate is in doubt as a result of the 
gains made by the Republicans in the 
east, where. they won seats held by 
Democrats in New York, New Jersey, 
West Virginia, Maryland, and probably 
Ohio, and also two in Indiana. West of 
the Mississippi the Republican candi- 
date, John L. Kennedy, was leading 
Senator H'tchcock in Nebraska, while 
the Democratic candidate. Will H. King, 
defeated senator Sutherland, Republic- 
an, in Utah.

Senator Chitlon, Demoorat, has 
been beaten by Congressman Suther- 
and, Republican, in West Virginia. 

Senator James E. Martine, Democrat, 
was beaten in New Jersey by J. 8. 
Frelinghuysen. 

William F. McCombs, Democratic can- 
didate in New York, was beaten by 
William F. Calder, former Republican 
congressman from Brooklyn. Le 

The Democrats unexpectedly gained a 
seat in Rhode Island, where former 
Congressman Peter Goelet Gerry was 
victorious over Senator Henry F. Lip- 
pitt. The defeat of Lippitt was a great 
shock to the Republicans, none of whom 
expected it. They made up for it in 
Maryland, however, where Dr. J. W. 
France defeated D. J. Lewis, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 


Landslide in Dlinois. 

The overwhelming Republican vote in 
Illinois has swept several Democratic 
congressmen out of their seats. First 
to go down was Stone of Peoria, every 
county of whose district went against 
him. Tavenner, the pacifist, was the 
next to go. Rainey, the senior member 
of the delegation, is in doubt. Buchan- 
an, here in Chicago, is probably beaten.

‘Mr. Hughes was known as a strong 
and taking speaker, but Low would he 
acquit himself when it came to address- 
ing the whole country on national is- 
sues?
